Meghan Markle is writing her own 

royal baby playbook. On April 11 
she and husband Prince Harry 
announced their plans for the immi¬ 
nent arrival of their first child—and 
broke away from decades of royal 
tradition. Unlike Princess Kate, who 
famously stepped out of the Lindo 
Wing at St. Mary’s Hospital in 
London within hours of delivering 
each of her three children, Meghan 
will not participate in a hospital 
photo-call. Instead the Duchess of 
Sussex, 37, and Harry, 34, have 
decided to introduce their baby to 
the world on the grounds of Windsor 
Castle—where they recently relo¬ 
cated to their new home, Frogmore 
Cottage. The move allows the couple 
to spend the first days of their baby’s 
life away from the cameras and “cele¬ 
brate privately as a new family,” said 
a Buckingham Palace statement.

from the rapid post-birth appearances of 
both Kate and William and Princess Diana 
and Prince Charles. (Those couples were 
parents to direct heirs to the throne, while 
the new baby will be seventh in line.) “It is 
completely understandable,” says royal 
author Ingrid Seward. “The Lindo Wing has 
become too much of a circus.” The decision 
also removes what many have deemed the 
unreasonable expectation for royal women 
to appear impeccably poised just after giving 
birth. In an essay last year, 
actress Keira Knightley 
criticized the pressure to “look 
beautiful, look stylish, don’t 
show your battleground, Kate.” 

The news also suggests that 


Meghan is planning on having her baby at 
home, a decision insiders have said has long 
been her first choice. In another departure 
from tradition, the palace will only be 
announcing when she has gone into labor, 
not where. “Their Royal Highnesses have 
taken a personal decision to keep the plans 
around the arrival of their baby private,” 
the statement said. In fact Meghan’s move 
calls back to past generations: As recently 
as Harry’s father. Prince Charles, royal 
babies were born at home, with 
a photo released later. “People are 
delighted that Meghan is doing 
things differently,” says Seward. 
“She was under no pressure to do 
things the same.” -simon perry

After Jolie filed for divorce 
in September 2016, 
negotiations were 
contentious at first—but 
lately have been more 
peaceful. In November 2018 
they reached a temporary 
child custody agreement, 
which a source said at the 
time was “to keep things 
moving along in the right 
direction.”

For a woman facing up to 20 years in prison, Lori 
Loughlin appeared surprisingly unfazed. Head¬ 
ing into a Boston courthouse on April 3, where she 
faced a charge for mail fraud after her alleged par¬ 
ticipation in a massive college-admissions scan¬ 
dal, the Fuller House star, 54, cheerfully signed 
autographs and posed for photos with fans. In 
the week that followed, rather than hunker down 
at home amid the media frenzy, she continued 
to step out for yoga and Pilates classes, lunches 
with friends and even mundane tasks like going 
to the car wash. But on April 9, after she and her 
husband, fashion designer J. Mossimo Giannulli, 
55, were slapped with a charge of money launder¬ 
ing and a possible additional two decades in pris¬ 
on, Loughlin’s calm exterior began to crumble. A 
neighborhood source says she seemed “out of it” 
after leaving her Bel Air home one morning only 
to drive around in circles for more than an hour as

people were indicted for falsify¬ 
ing everything from SAT scores to 
athletic-team participation in order to gain ac¬ 
ceptance to colleges including Yale, Georgetown 
and Stanford. The actress and Giannulli alleged¬ 
ly paid $500,000 to admissions consultant Wil¬ 
liam “Rick” Singer to help falsely designate their 
daughters Olivia Jade, 19, and Isabella Rose, 20, 
as recruits to the University of Southern Califor¬ 
nia crew team, despite the fact that neither had 
ever participated in the sport. While the couple 
were among those included in the initial indict¬ 
ment (14 defendants, including Desperate Do wse- 
wives star Felicity Huffman, agreed on April 8 to 


she talked on the phone. “Lori is realizing for the 
first time the magnitude of the situation,” says a 
close friend of Loughlin’s. “She’s scared.” 

Loughlin never thought she’d face jail time 
for her part in the nationwide scam, in which 50 
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plead guilty; see sidebar), Loughlin and Gian- 
nulli declined a plea deal, only to face the new 
money-laundering charge (they are accused of 
having funneled their payment into a fake charity 
established by Singer), raising the stakes consid¬ 
erably. A source familiar with legal discussions 
in the case says the couple were offered a plea 
agreement that would have led to a sentence of 
18 to 24 months under the federal sentencing 
guidelines before the money-laundering charge 
was added. But instead they pleaded not guilty on 
April 15. “They weren’t ready to accept that,” says 
the legal source, who also notes that the couple 
have resisted any agreements that would result 
in jail time. (Loughlin and Giannulli theoretically 
face a maximum of 40 years in prison each, but 
the legal source says the chances of their serving 
consecutive sentences are low.) 

“It’s just taking some time for it to sink in that 
what she was allegedly doing could be consid¬ 
ered illegal,” says the legal source. “To [Loughlin] 
it wasn’t egregious behavior. Was it entitled and 
selfish? Perhaps. But she didn’t see it as being a le¬ 
gal violation. From the beginning she didn’t want 
to take a deal, because she felt that she hadn’t done 
anything that any mom wouldn’t have done if she 
had the means to do so.” Her decision to decline 
the deal seems to have backfired. “At the time, 
she didn’t really realize how serious the charges 
were,” says the legal source. “Now she’s willing to 
negotiate, but the prosecution says that the deal

is off the table. The only choice they’ve got is to 
plead not guilty. That’s all they can do.” 

The reality of her situation has made Loughlin 
“sick,” the source close to the actress says. “The 
very last thing she wants is for 
this to become a long, drawn- 
out trial. That’s literally the 
worst-case scenario for her. 

It would be a nightmare.” A 
trial would also mean Olivia 
and Isabella likely would have 
to take the stand, something 
Loughlin would like to avoid. 

“She is very concerned about 
what a trial would do to her 
daughters. It will undermine 
every accomplishment they have in their future, 
and it will be a part of their story forever,” adds 
the legal source. “Lori is afraid they will have to 
testify. That will traumatize them even more.”

Thanks in part to the suc¬ 
cess of Giannulli’s wildly popular clothing brand 
Mossimo—and its subsequent licensing agree¬ 
ment with Target—the couple enjoyed a lavish 
lifestyle in Bel Air complete with a $35 million 
mansion. Their two daughters attended the best 
private schools, and as the couple’s wealth and sta¬ 
tus increased, so did the pressure to compete with 
those around them, particularly when it came to 
their children’s education. “From the outside 
Lori’s family looks perfect. They are wealthy and 
successful, live in a gorgeous mansion, and their 
daughters are beautiful. But they are also sur¬ 
rounded by families who are even more affluent,” 
says a family source. “These are the families Lori 
was trying to keep up with. For most people they 
socialize with, schools are very important. Parents 
brag about their children’s schools all the time. 
USC became her obsession. There was no other 
way—they needed to be at USC.” 

So when given the opportunity to buy her chil¬ 
dren’s way into the institution, Loughlin allegedly 
jumped, risking that seemingly perfect life for two 
guaranteed spots at the coveted school. In a world 
where donations go a long way, the high-powered 
couple may very well have achieved the same re¬ 
sult given their connections and wealth, but the 
allure of Singer’s guaranteed get-in-quick scheme 
may have proved too tempting.

Why Felicity’s Pleading Guilty 

Felicity Huffman and 13 other defendants opted to plead guilty 
to a mail-fraud charge in the college-admissions scandal on 
April 8. The Desperate Housewives star, who worked with 
Rick Singer to have an SAT-test proctor secretly correct her 
daughter’s answers, will submit her plea formally in federal court 
in Boston on May 21. “I am in full acceptance of my guilt, and 
with deep regret and shame over what I have done, I accept full 
responsibility for my actions and will accept the consequences,” 
Huffman, 56, said in a statement. Huffman’s guilty plea lowers 
the U.S. Attorney’s calculated “offense level” and helps her 
argue for a shorter, or nonexistent, prison term. In the meantime, 
a source says, the actress and her husband, William H. Macy, 
who was not charged in the scandal, remain united.

Neither Olivia nor Isabella returned to USC last 

month after the indictments were handed down, 
and they have no plans to do so. In the wake of the 
scandal, rumors have swirled that Loughlin’s 
relationship with her children is strained. On 
April 4 the family source said Olivia was still “dis¬ 
traught, embarrassed and very angry with her 
parents,” but a longtime friend 
insists the mother-daughter 
bond remains intact. “Lori 
always had a very special rela¬ 
tionship with both daughters. 

They are a tight, loving family, 
and this will not change any of 
that.” As for her marriage to 
Giannulli, their legal troubles 
have taken a toll, and “they are 
both feeling very stressed out, 
and it’s hard for them to think 
about other things right now.” But the family 
source adds that “Mossimo has always been crazy 
about Lori and done everything for her. She loves 
her husband and her children very much.” 

Now Loughlin and Giannulli are lying low as 
they “thoughtfully” consider their next steps. 
“She will continue to make a good-faith effort 
to put this case behind her, and she hopes the 
prosecutors will do the same,” says the legal 
source. For Loughlin, whose career has already 
taken a hit (see sidebar), what matters most is 
the opinion of her daughters. “She is very con¬ 
cerned about what a guilty plea would do to her 
daughters, who may not have grasped everything 
that was going on,” adds the legal source. “Yes, 
she can think about the public perception of her, 
but that’s nothing compared to what her daugh¬ 
ters think of her.”

he “Hart tribe,” as Sarah and 
Jennifer Hart called the fam¬ 
ily they had made, regularly 
set off in Jen’s SUV “adven- 
turemobile” for outings she 
turned into glossy Facebook 
posts—taking the six children 
they had adopted on 30 hikes 
in 30 days or a “Random Acts 
of Kindness tour” of walking 
shelter dogs and picking up 
trash. But the impromptu 
54-hour road trip that the family began in 
the dark of night on March 23,2018, was 
different. One of their first stops, as Jen 
piloted the gold Yukon SUV away from 
the family’s latest home in Woodland, 
Wash., and toward the cliffside south¬ 
bound Pacific Coast Highway, was at a 
Walmart. There, according to police, Sar¬ 
ah bought a bottle of generic Benadryl. 
Within hours she

“What will hap¬ 
pen when overdos¬ 
ing with Benadryl?” 

Sarah Googled at 
one point. At anoth¬ 
er: “How long does it take to die from hy¬ 
pothermia in water while drowning in a 
car?” By the afternoon of March 26 Cal¬ 
ifornia Highway Patrol discovered the 
SUV upside down in the crashing surf 
beneath a 100-ft. cliff off the roadway. 
Both moms were found dead inside, and 
three of the children were dead nearby; 
the other three presumed dead. The local 
Mendocino County sheriff Tom Allman 
swiftly decided it was no accident, and 
disbelieving friends reeled. “What did 
we miss?” asked friend Zippy Lomax. 
Another, Riannah Weaver, told People, 
Maybe we didn’t know them at all.”

Whatever those friends didn’t see, 

investigators were determined to 
uncover. In the year since the

dies were always one step ahead of 
Child Protective Services.” 


After meeting the Harts in 2013, Nusheen 

Bakhtiar felt like she got to see the imper¬ 
fect family behind the happy Facebook 
veneer. Yes, the kids—two sets of biolog¬ 
ical siblings adopted three at a time 
before Jen and Sarah married in 2009— 


that followed Jen and Sarah from Min¬ 
nesota to Oregon to Washington State 
right up until the very day they fled their 
Woodland home. With no one to put on 
trial, Allman, who also serves as Men¬ 
docino’s coroner, took the unusual step 
of convening 14 jurors and presenting 
evidence in a two-day coroner’s inquest. 
The jury’s unanimous finding on April 4 
was Jen and Sarah, both 38, killed their 
six children—Markis, 19; Hannah, 16; 
Devonte, 15; Jeremiah and Abigail, both 
14; and Sierra, 12—in a murder-suicide 
by intentionally driving off the ocean- 
side cliff. 

Details of the moms’ plot were hor¬ 
rifying. Jen was driving drunk, and 
Sarah had toxic levels of the antihista¬ 
mine Benadryl in her system. The chil¬ 
dren, none of them wearing seat belts, 
were “more than likely unconscious or 
asleep” from excessive doses of the ge¬ 
neric Benadryl, California Highway Pa¬ 
trol Officer Jake Slates testified. (Markis 
had more than 19 doses in his system.) 
Abigail’s body bore preexisting bruises, 
suggesting she was abused up until her 


murder. All six children were ejected 
from the vehicle on impact; three of 
their bodies were recovered at the 
scene, Sierra was found later. All that 
washed up of Hannah was her foot, and 
Devonte’s remains have not been found 
at all. “This was more than a crime,” 
says Allman, the sheriff. “This was an 
out-and-out conspiracy to kill six kids.” 
Even worse, says Allman, if child-abuse 
reporting was shared among the states, 
the kids might still be alive: “These la- 


happily played with their menagerie of 
pets, cared about current events and 
“danced unapologetically,” Bakhtiar says. 
“But there was the reality of what it was 
like to be two lesbians and six black chil¬ 
dren.” She says bigots came out of the 
woodwork when the family gained some 
fame after a photo of Devonte went viral 
(see box). Sarah, who worked as a retail 
manager, and Jen, a stay-at-home mom 
who struggled with depression, felt alone. 
“They thought that if they reached out

In April 2011 Sarah 
pleaded guilty to assaulting the girl and 
received a year of supervised proba¬ 
tion. Soon after, the moms switched all 
six kids to homeschooling. At least one 
child-services report against the Harts 
in Oregon remains sealed. 

In Woodland neighbors Dana 
and Bruce DeKalb still struggle with 
their decision to report the Harts. In 
March 2018, seven months after Han¬ 
nah stormed into the DeKalbs’ home 
in the early morning hours, begging to 
be protected from her “abusive” moms 
(see box), Devonte began secretly com¬ 
ing around for food, telling Dana and 
Bruce that his moms withheld food as 
punishment. On that March 23 Dana 
called CPS. Jen’s gold SUV was in the 
driveway when a caseworker knocked 


haunts the 
DeKalbs. 
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at the Harts’ door. No one 
answered, so the caseworker 
stuck her business card in 
the door. When investigators 
returned the next day, the 
business card, the SUV and 
the family—already on their 
fateful drive—were gone. “Be¬ 
cause I reported, they took off 
and killed these kids,” Dana 
says. Sheriff Allman blames 
only the Harts—and a patch- 
work system of oversight that 
allowed Jen and Sarah to get away with 
abuse. He’s now calling for a national 
database of child-abuse and neglect 
reports. “There could have been an op¬ 
portunity to determine that these six 
kids were not in a safe family,” he says. 
For her part, Bakhtiar says she wants to 
honor the six children by taking up the 
environmental and other causes that 
were dear to them. “There is,” she says, 
“still light in the darkness.”

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Seven months ago Ricki Lake turned 50. To honor 
the occasion the beloved talk show host and doc¬ 
umentary filmmaker knew what she wanted to do. 
“A lot happened to me in my 40s, so as an exercise 
for myself I made a list of some of the biggest mo¬ 
ments,” she explains. On that list—alongside no¬ 
table memories like “I won my first Emmy,” 
“killed it on Dancing with the Stars” and “met 
Obama”—was a reference to perhaps the most 
painful event Lake has faced thus far: “I lost the 
love of my life.” It’s been just over two years since 
Christian Evans, whom Lake married in 2012, 
died by suicide at the age of 45, sending the peren¬ 
nially cheery mom of two into a spiral of depres¬ 
sion. “I went into darkness,” says Lake. “There 
were days when I didn’t want to get out of bed, and 
that was a very scary place to be.” 

But now, after self-reflection and time to heal. 
Lake has learned to endure despite her grief and 
discovered a newfound happiness—and love- 
in her six-month relationship with clothing com¬ 
pany owner Jeffrey Scult. “I feel like I’m on the 
other side of [my grief], and that’s a miracle,” says 
Lake. “I have a new lease on life.” 

Two years into her marriage to Evans, Lake— 
who has sons Milo, 21, and Owen, 17, from her first 
marriage, to Rob Sussman—began to witness wor¬ 
rying episodes from her husband, who suffered 
from bipolar disorder. “It was like living with 
Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde,” recalls Lake. “He was so 
disruptive and so hurtful. I wanted to save him, 
but I couldn’t.” They ended their marriage in 2015, 
but at the time of his death, “Christian and I were 
still very much together,” says Lake, who was with 
him three days before he died. “I was supporting 
him financially and emotionally.” 

When she learned of his death, Lake was despon¬ 
dent. “It was paralyzing,” she says. “I’m a very social 
person, and I would isolate myself. For a long time 
I didn’t know if I would ever feel truly happy again. 
Slowly, thanks to journaling, therapy and the “best 
support system. Lake began to feel glimmers of 
hope for recovery, though when it came to her ro¬ 
mantic life, she wasn’t in a hurry. “I was okay by 
myself,” she says. “I wasn’t lonely, and I wasn’t des¬ 
perate. But I [trusted] the universe, and I believe I 
was ready to meet someone good for 
me.” When Lake and Scult, 53, were 
introduced by a mutual friend, she 
was open. “I didn’t think I’d find 
love again,” she says. “But I believe 
in second chances.” 

Now Lake is empowered—and 
continuing to heal—through her in¬ 
volvement with Bring Change to 
Mind, an organization aiming to al-

W hen Kiefer Sutherland first 

left his hometown of Toron¬ 
to for New York City at 17 for 
a theater role, he had no idea 
his career would suddenly 
take off like a rocket. “I did two plays, went to Cali¬ 
fornia and got my first film job,” recalls Sutherland, 
now 52. The son of actors Donald Sutherland and 
Shirley Douglas earned instant success playing 
big-screen bad boys, including bully Ace in Stand 
by Me and vampire leader David in The Lost Boys. 
In his mid-20s he showed off his sexy swagger in 
Young Guns and Flatliners, where he met his one¬ 
time fiancee Julia Roberts. But he says he was too 
young to appreciate the success that was coming 
his way. “The ignorance and arrogance of youth 
made me think, ‘Oh, this is just another day and 
this is how life’s going to be/ ” he says with a laugh. 

Later he found a second act as a TV action 
hero, winning an Emmy for the hit 2001-2010 
Fox series 24 and playing the President on Des¬ 
ignated Survivor, which has moved from ABC to

But he always yearned to be a musician. When 24 
ended, he started taking songwriting seriously.

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Antidepressants had been a 
part of Heather Armstrong’s 
life for years. The perfec¬ 
tionist high school valedic¬ 
torian had a family history 
of depression and had been 
diagnosed with depression 
as a sophomore at Brigham 
Young University. But in the 
latter half of 2015, a perfect 
storm of stress—dieting 
and training for a marathon 
while working and solo 
parenting her two young 
children (she divorced her 
husband in 2013, and her 
ex was now living 2,200 
miles away)—triggered an 
18-month darkness that left 
the Salt Lake City writer in 
despair. “I didn’t want to 
be alive,” says Armstrong, 
43, whose new memoir The 
Valedictorian of Being Dead 
details her illness and the 
experimental medical ther¬ 
apy that she says “saved my 
life.” In the winter of 2017 
Armstrong was one of 10 
people to undergo 10 “burst 
suppression” treatments 
that used the anesthetic 
propofol to temporarily 
flatline the brain, result¬ 
ing in a kind of reversible 
death—“like rebooting a 
computer,” Armstrong 
writes. The scary-sounding 
procedure, which is now 
undergoing further testing 
(see box, page 65), aims for 
the success of electrocon¬ 
vulsive therapy without 
ECT’s risk of memory loss. 
For Armstrong and five 
others in the initial study, 
run by Dr. Brian Mickey at 
University of Utah Health, 
it worked. While still on her 
meds and vigilant about 
seeing her psychiatrist, she 
has started fresh, relishing 
time with daughters Leta,

Internet company exec Pete Ashdown, and two of 
his children who are at home. “It’s constant ‘Go, 
go, go!’ ” Armstrong says of their life in a blended 
household, one that would have undone her just 
two years ago. “The best part is that my brain is in 
a place where I can enj oy the chaos.” In an exclu¬ 
sive excerpt from her memoir, she looks back on 
her journey to the light. 

The depressive episode that descended in 2016 
seemed impervious to the medications that had al¬ 
ways kept Armstrong on an even keel. Overwhelmed 
by “the Things That Must Get Done,” as she called 
the responsibilities of a working single mom, she 
would go days without showering and was filled 
with self-reproach. 

One day, still in the clothes I’ve worn three days 
in a row, I suddenly remember. Oh no! Mario was 
supposed to take milk cartons to school for an art 
proj ect, and I totally forgot. She will be devastated. 

I wake up the following morning in a vat of 
sweat. I hear that low whisper, becoming a roar, 
that my girls would be so much better off with¬ 
out me. Someone else would have remembered 
those cartons. Someone else would have spared 
Mario that sadness. Someone else would be a 
better mother. 

Hoping a new relationship might help, Arm¬ 
strong joined dating apps. Her lowest point came 
when she broke down at the end of a date with a

man she had pinned her hopes on—though she felt 
little chemistry between them. 

I had convinced myself that this had to work 
or I would be alone forever. Add this to the list of 
things about people who suffer depression: we are 
lonely and we fear this loneliness is our destiny. 

Her date reacted to her tears by heading for the 
door. That, combined with the fact that her girls 
were away visiting their father, hit her hard. 

I fell to the floor. I rocked back and forth, and 
then I started howling. I felt a cold and dangerous 
darkness start to wrap itself around me as if it were 
going to strangle me. I was terrified. I crawled to 
the phone and dialed my mother’s number. She 
picked up as a howl escaped my throat. 

“Please make it stop!” I wailed. “I just want to 
be dead!” 

“We are getting in the car right now and we are 
coming to—” 

“Please make it stop!” 

“Do not put down the phone. Heather. You are 
going to talk to me until I get to your front door, 
do you understand?” 

She didn’t sound threatening or judgmental. She 
sounded like a commander laying out a battle plan. 

The next morning Heather’s mother insisted she 
make an appointment to see her longtime psychia¬ 
trist Dr. Lowry Bushnell, whom Heather had avoid¬ 
ed calling for more than ay ear. 

He explained that the longer you let a depres¬ 
sive episode go untreated, the harder it is to climb 
out. Why had I waited over a year to seek his help? 
The answer was complicated, so I summed it up: 
“My ex-husband will try to take my kids if he 
knows I’m this depressed.” 

Bushnell, who heads up an electroconvulsive- 
therapy program on the campus of the University 
of Utah, told her about the experimental treatment 
his colleague Dr. Brian Mickey was testing. Four 
weeks later her mother and stepfather drove Heath¬ 
er to her first treatment and watched the procedure. 

I was anxious and frightened—but not of dying. I 
was terrified that I would never stop feeling this way. 

I remember someone saying that I should soon 
feel the fentanyl [used to prevent headaches] tak¬ 
ing effect. Every form in the room started melting. 
Someone’s mouth stretched across the room and 
laughed, teeth big as tree trunks grazed my face. 
“Something is wrong!” I screamed, but it came out 
as a whisper. My mother said the fear on my face 
had turned to horror. And then... Nothing. 

Heather felt—and acted—drunk as she came out 
of the anesthesia. 

They handed me a cup of apple juice. “Can you 
tell me what year it is?” 

“1979,” I answered. 
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Everyone looked at everyone else. “It’s not 
1979, is it?” I asked. 

After several minutes of concerned glances, 
I suddenly blurted, “It’s 2017!” The year finally 
emerged in my brain—a brain that had just exhib¬ 
ited no activity for over fifteen minutes. I would 
later learn that my mother’s sigh of relief was so 
heavy because I didn’t wake up from the anesthe¬ 
sia for almost two hours. 

For the second treatment two days later. Dr. Mick¬ 
ey eliminated thefentanyl, which may have caused 
Heather’s hallucinations. Each time the team raced 
to insert a breathing tube as soon as the propofol 
flatlinedHeather’s brain, stopping her breath. 

My mother would tell me later in a fit of tears, 
“Your arms and head hung like limp wet rags. I 
was certain you were dead.” Technically, I was. At 
least, my brain was. 

The fifth of 10 treatments was a breakthrough, 
leaving Heather with a surge of energy. She sponta¬ 
neously drove to the home of the last man she’d met 
on match.com. Heputon musiche remembered she’d 
liked in college, a British band called Adorable. 

I couldn’t move. I just sat there and let the mem¬ 
ories wash over my body. When the singer got to the 
chorus of the song “Homeboy”—“You’re so beauti¬ 
ful!”—the song exploded with crashing swells of gui¬ 
tar. I started to cry. Every hair on my body stood up. 

“Hey, you okay?” he asked. 

I nodded. “That was like hearing music for the

first time,” I explained. “Like I’d been deaf and I 
finally heard a chord.” 

“Dude, are you trippin’?” He didn’t know that I 
had let an anesthesiologist flatten my brain waves 
five times in the last ten days. I’d felt “Homeboy” 
enter my body and shake it awake. And when I 
reached up to kiss him? Kissing? 

I felt so alive. 

At 3:42 p.m. on March 18,2017,1 sent the fol¬ 
lowing text: 

“Hey, Dr. Mickey. I just needed to tell you that 
I am experiencing a kind of hope and happiness 
today... that I thought wasn’t possible again. It 
almost feels like a limb I lost that suddenly reap¬ 
peared. It feels... great.” 

Moments later, he responded: 

“So glad to hear you’re doing well! ” And that was 
it. I wanted him to be the first to know. The first to 
know that it was working. 

A switch had flipped. That’s the only way I can 
describe it. I was Dorothy opening the door of 
her house when it landed in Oz. The colors were 
nearly blinding. •

New Hope for Depression 


One of every 20 Americans will suf¬ 
fer from depression in their lifetime, 
and for one-third of them medica¬ 
tion will not help, says psychiatrist 
Mark George of the Medical Uni¬ 
versity of South Carolina.

March 5 and works in conjunction 
with oral antidepressants. “It wears 
off after a couple days,” says 
George.

* Vagus Nerve Stimulation, 
which reboots the brain through 
the vagus nerve in the neck, 
is in new trials. Says George: 

“We are understanding that 
depression lives in circuits in the 
brain, and that we can modulate 
those circuits.”

INSPIRED BY THEIR SONS, 

TWO CONNECTICUT MOMS 
DEVELOP A STYLISH APP TO 
CONNECT PARENTS RAISING 
KIDS WITH SPECIAL NEEDS 

For Carissa Tozzi, one of the hardest 
days of her life as a mom was when her 
son Wolf’s preschool teachers told her 
he was struggling to focus and calm 
himself. They suspected the boy had 
sensory-processing issues. Alarmed, 
Tozzi immediately started searching 
therapy sites to find toys to help her son 
cope. “It felt very clinical, very doom and 
gloom,” she recalls of the o nli ne resourc¬ 
es. “It was frightening—not inspiring.” 

Wanting to help other special-needs 
families avoid similar frustrations, 
Tozzi, 47, turned to her friend Gena 
Mann, a fellow mom in Fairfield 
County, Conn., who was already raising 
two sons, Jasper, 16, and Felix, 15, on the 
autism spectrum. With a shared love of 
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fashion—and input from experts—they 
created Wolf + Friends in 2016. It began 
as a website offering a stylish collec¬ 
tion of more than 700 products geared 
toward kids with special needs; then 
last year they launched a community 
app that, along with the site and a news¬ 
letter, now reaches more than40,000 in 
the special-needs community. 

Tozzi eventually learned that Wolf, 
now 7, did not have special needs. But 
for parents of kids who do, the app 
has been a welcome link to families in 
similar situations. Danielle Mager, an 
Oxford, Mich., mom to a 4-year-old 
son on the spectrum, used the app to 
connect with a mom whose child is also 
on the spectrum and who lives just 15 
minutes away. “Finding another person 
who can 100 percent relate is a big deal 
for us special moms,” Mager says.

1 medium-size white onion,

3 garlic cloves, minced

14 cup toasted corn snack

lightly crushed 
1 small bunch cilantro, 
leaves picked and roughly 
chopped (Vi cup) 

1. Heat vegetable oil in a large 
skillet over medium until it begins 
to shimmer. Add onion, and cook, 
stirring occasionally, until it begins 
to brown, 5 to 6 minutes. Add garlic 


to skillet, and sprinkle with 14 teaspoon 
of the salt. Cook, stirring occasion¬ 
ally, for 2 minutes. Stir in chipotle; 
cook, stirring occasionally, for 
2 more minutes. 

2 . Reduce heat to low. Add sweet 
potatoes and crushed doves; stir to 
combine well. Cover; cook until 
potatoes are tender but not mushy, 
about 15 minutes, checking potatoes 
every 5 minutes, and stirring. Turn 
heat off. Sprinkle cooked potatoes 
with remaining 34 teaspoon salt, and 
cover to keep warm. 

3 . Heat a cast-iron skillet over 
medium high. Place tortillas in hot 
skillet 1 at a time, and cook until soft 
and fragrant and beginning to blister, 
1 to 2 minutes per side. 

4 . Place tortillas on a serving 
platter. Heap J4-cup mounds of 
the potato mixture on each tortilla. 
Top each with 2 teaspoons of 
creme fratche. Sprinkle each with 
crushed Corn Nuts and cilantro; 
serve immediately.

(2-to-3 lb.) head cauliflower 
Tbsp. olive oil, divided 
% tsp. kosher salt, divided 
Yi Tbsp. whole black peppercorns 
Yi tsp. fenugreek seeds 

1 small Indian green chile or 
serrano chile, halved 
lengthwise and stem removed 

2 garlic cloves, minced 

1 small yellow onion, roughly 
chopped(about 1 cup) 

1 cup frozen green peas 
14 cup water 

VS cup chopped fresh cilantro 
Y* cup walnut halves 

2 Tbsp. fresh lime juice 
(from 1 lime), plus lime 
wedges for serving 

1. Preheat oven to 400°. Line a 
baking sheet with aluminum foil. 
Place cauliflower on prepared baking 
sheet; drizzle evenly with Y* cup of the 
oil. Sprinkle with J4 teaspoon of the 
salt. Bake until cauliflower is golden 
brown and tender when pierced with 
a fork, 40 to 50 minutes. 

2 . Meanwhile heat remaining 

3 tablespoons olive oil in a large 



nonstick skillet over medium high. 
Once oil begins to shimmer, add 
peppercorns and fenugreek seeds, 
and toss gently until fenugreek seeds 
are lightly browned, 1 to 2 minutes. 
Add green chile, garlic and onion, 
and cook, stirring occasionally, until 
onion is translucent, 3 to 4 minutes. 
Add peas, and cook until peas are 
warmed through, 3 to 4 more 
minutes. Add water, and bring 
mixture to a boil. Immediately 
remove skillet from heat, and stir in 
cilantro and remaining Vi teaspoon 
salt. Cool mixture 5 minutes. Transfer 
to a blender. Add walnuts and lime 
juice. Secure lid on blender, and 
remove center piece to allow steam 
to escape. Place a clean towel over 
opening, and process until a smooth 
paste forms, about 30 seconds. 

3. Spoon about Vicup chutney onto a 
serving plate, and top with whole 
roasted cauliflower. To serve, slice 
cauliflower into steaks, and serve with 
lime wedges and remaining chutney.
